will try to write you a letter again,

rupted this time, because we are 
out in the bay at Quarantine sta­ 
tion, thirty miles from Port T am ­ 
pa, where we anchored, 
waiting 
for the rest of the ships to leave 
the harbor. 
W e were the first to 
leave the harbor for the station, 
think by another hour 1 will be 
heaving 
my 
insides 
out in 
the 


water. 
W e made one start for Cuba, but 
only 
got to where we now are 
and 
had to 
return 
to 
Tampa 
^ n d 
unload 
again. 
I 
cannot 
Yell the reason we did so, but some 
say that there were several Spanish 
gunboats waiting for us. 
The transport Florida was struck 
in the side by a big boat called the 
Miami and damaged so bad that 
her repairs could not be done here. 
She \vas loaded with all the head­

supplies 
and 
stock 
and they 
all 
had

ferred to another boat, which took 
several days to come from Mobile. 
Last night everything was ready, 
so about 3 o’clock this morning we 
got or: iers to load up again.

The water is 
blue and clear. 
A ll we can see is 
sky and water.

they are lined up three abreast, 
about a quarter of a mile apart, 
and

is one gunboat ahead of each line 
and the same at the end of each, 
and the seventh is ahead of us all. 
W e can’ t see her, as she is out 
scouting. 
It is a very small boat, 
but it is very fast.

The one leading our line 
is the Helena, a pretty good size 
boat and has some pretty heavy 
guns. 
1 will get the names of all 
the boats for you tomorrow. 
W e are the second one from her. 
W e expect to have some of Sam p­ 
son’s big battleships meet us around 
K ey W est. 
No one has got sick 
yet, but some of the boys were 
frightened pretty badly last night. 
A little wind passed over and it was 
rough for awhile.

She fired several blank shots this

Spaniards were firing 011^ us, but 
thev were saluting Gen. Shafter’s 
coming on the Olivette. 
It is a little rough today and the 
boys are getting sick, but so far 1 
am well.

W e have been on the water six 
da^'^s and are having a rough time 
of "it. 
The mules are dying off as 
fast as we can get them overboard. 
If we don’t get landed soon they 
will all be dead for the want of 
water. 
It is a dirty shame to see 
the mules suffering so badly and 
can’t help them. 
Six died last 
night, and if we didn’t stay with 
them all the time they would get 
tramped to death 
every minute. 
You see, we have 306 mules on 
board, and that crowds them in so 
tight that they can’t turn around. 
W hen one gets down he is sure to 
get killed, and in order to stay 
with them we have to take all our 
clothes off, and then it is like an 
oven.

June 20.— W ell, I feel better to­ 
day, for we are just floating around 
waiting for orders to go into port. 
From where I am now all I can see 
is very high mountains, and they 
look very nice, but I judge they are 
fifteen miles away.

1 am not so prejudiced in m y 
view s regarding asphalt that I^fail 
to realize its advantages, but until 
such a time as w e can a fiord to 
pave w ith a thickness of that m a­ 
terial that is necessary to give sat­ 
isfactory wear, 
m y advice is to 
leave it alone. 
ISIy principal reasons for g iv in g 
brick the preference are : 
rst— Its durability. 
2d— Its cheapness. 
^d— It admits of com petition. 
^th— It can be repaired and kept 
in good condition at a less cost than 
any other pavement in existence. 
Specifications for vitrified brick 
w ill designate four important tests :
